Meteorological CoKdltioma 


of tbe Islamd of Sa^faallen. 


Sagbalien, off the eastern coast of 


Siberia, presents a very curious anom- 
aly of climate. The island is bathed 
by two cold ocean currents, and in 
winter nothing protects it against the 
icy northwest winds coming from Si- 
beria. At the ssa level the snow falls 
continually and stays on the ground 
till the end of May, and the seashore ia 
very cold. 
Farther inland, however, 


especially as we go higher up, the 
climate is modified—just the opposite 
to what is observed elsewhere. It baa 
often been observed in Siberia, and in 
icentral Europe that in wtnter the cold 
is greater in the plains and the valleys 
and that the highlands have a sensibly 
milder temperature; it Is as if the 
denser cold air accumulated- in the low- 
lands. 


The coM air accumulates in the !ow 


regions of the Island, and oo the coast 
the higher regions have a more elevat- 
ed temperature,. So it happens that tbe 
lower parts hava an arctic vegetation, 
while the intermediate altitudes have 
the vegetation of a temperate zone, 
sometimes subtropical. Tbe birch, the 
pine, the fir, abound in the low regions 
and form often impenetrable forests, 
but toward the center of the island ap- 
pear bamboos, hydrangeas, ozalias and 
other plants that one is greatly sur- 
prised to meet, and whose presence 
can be explained only by tbe altogether 
abnormal climatic conditions of the 
Island.—Newcastle (Eng.) Chronicle.

AA we pointed out a few 
days mgo the only (fcmdltlonb on which 
an agreement for the withdrawal could 
be based had dlsappeartd. for China's 
peace commission had been ordered to 
the capita) to negotiate agreement 
with the powers. Evacuation of Pekln 
would not, under the circumstance*, 
havs, In the sllfhte*!, aided the con- 
summation! desired .by the powers as 
announced In their several notes and 
declarations made public from time to 
time. 


When Russia made her startling 


proposal to withdraw from Pekln all 
the other powers, with the exception of 
France, had ma.de It understood that 
the policy waa to remain at Pekin 
until govert*nent had been reestablish- 
ed and satisfactory guarantees given 
to the powers concerning order and the 
s»frty of life and property. The United 
States had practically been committed 
to this policy In Its replies to the notes 
of the Chinese emperor. But the United 
States, harlnjr 
rto ulterior motive, 


could not be among the last to -with- 
draw from Pekln, so when Russia 
made her 
unexpected proposal *ho 


United States, leader heretofore in the 
diplomatic negotiations, was awk\>ani 
ly placed. This government c'Juld not 
declare positively for remaining, ntei- 
ther would it have been wise to accept 
unqualifiedly the Russian proposal. All 
the world understood the motives of 
Russia. But motives, no matter how 
selfish in another government, could 
not have weight with 
the 
United 


States to swerve it from its purpose of 
having: no suspicion rest orJ it regard- 
Ing its interference in the far east. 
Still, it was not to be outdone. Its 
course was clear, and the conditions 
were perfect. 
"Without implying1 too 


much, its policy was to set a. thief to 
catch a thief by throwing in clash the 
suspicions, prejudices and ambitions of 
the other powers. Therefore it replied 
to Russia that, in its opinion, with- 
drawal was not the best course, but. 
sh'Ould nothing occur to modify the 
Russ-ian decision, the United States 
would withdraw if Russia did. 


It was then Germany against Russia 


and Great Britain 
behind Germanly, 


and the United States knew it well. 
The thins worked admirably. Germany 
would stay and so would England, and 
Russia has come to the conclusion that, 
while adhering to her policy to with- 
draw she won't withdraw, not until 
Chinese government i» again establish- 
ed. This is just as the United States 
department must have expected, and 
undoubtedly, what it desired. 


It Is another 
victory for United 


States diplomacy, and to the confusion 
of the enemies of the McKinley ad- 
minRstratlon. Conspicuous among thesa

KILLED JN TUNNEl 


Body of Unknown Tramp 


Found There Late 


This Forenoon 


STARTED TO WALK THROUGH 


FALL LIBRARY ACTIVITY

IOGAL INTELLIGENCE, 


Was a Typical Tramp, With Ttmtto 


Cans, Raw Unions and Clothing 


In a Sack. Soon at East ol 


Tunnol This Morning 


An unknown tr'amp was killed In the 


Hoosac tunnel some time this mornln*, 
and his body waa found by the track 
walker about 11 o'clock. The body was 
lying at one side of the tracks, where j 
it had evidently been thrown by the 
engine which, struck it. There was no- ! 
thing found on the body to indicate 
the identity of the man. 


That he was a typical tramp was 


easily seen. Several persons saw him 
at Hoosac tunnel this morning, carry- 
ing a large sack, tied in the middle 
with a cord, in which he had his 
worldly possessions. 
He disappeared 


from that place, and In all probability 
started, to walk through the tunnel. 
When found, the body was about 9000 
feet In from the eastern portal of the 
tunnel. 


The track walker Vho found the 


body immediately notified the 
local 


station and an engine and flat car were 
sent into the tunnel. On account of 
the frequent freight 
trains possing 


there was considerable delay, and the 
body was not brought to thia city 
till about 3.30 o'clock. 


It was taken at once to Codv's un- 


dertaking rooms, where it was laid out 
to await the examination by Medic-".! 
Examiner O. J. Brown. I>r. Brown 
was delayed some time in reaching 
the place, so that It was late before 
th* examination was made. 


The man was about 5 feet 11 inches 


tall, and rather thin. He had what 
was apparently dark brown hair and 
bard, the hair being fine. His face and 
body was so covered with smoke from 
the tunnel that the features were hard- 
ly distinguishable. 


The force of the blow which killed 


him had broken his left leg in several 
places, and the right eye had been 
gouged out. The body was cVwered 
with other bruises. 


He wore a dark red shirt, very old 


and very dirty trousers, and old shoes. 
He had attached to a chain, a large 
knife. In his bag were found a con- 
siderable quantity 'of clothing, two tin 
cans, some onions, and other indica- 
tions that he was an old one to tramp- 
dom. 


It could not be told what train had 


struck him in the tunnel. 


The arrival of cooMf weather and

Galveston is situated on the easterly j 


end of a long, sandy island, tbe lii gliest | 
point being 'about ten feet above the I 
sea. 
Galveston bay, about 30 miles ' 


long, is on the north side, and "tlie gulf 
of Mexico on the south. The coast 
country fronting on tbe bay and along 
the gulf is only from two to ted feet 
above the water except at Lafforte, 
where the bluffs are 30 feet higlu 


An ordinary storm does no tomajje 


there because all the surplus Waters 
are blown up into the bayous, creeks 
and rivers of the bay and do not flood 
the town. It Js only when two s-tanas 
meet flowing from opposite directions 
that any damage is done escepHo the 
exposed part along the, gulf, "where 
buildings are of the m'bst temporary 
sort. 


I was quite a small boy in tbe storm 


of 1875, which was considered" the 
greatest we had a record ot 
The 


storm entirely wiped the to-wnoot Ma- 
nolia out of existence; also Wesst Gal- 
veston, at the fat- western encL 
In 


Galveston every other house uss un- 
roofed or collapsed, the watei Hinder- 
mining the foundations. We liwed at 
Tremont and -Avenue B, v»liere there 
was a slight elevation, and were cat 
off from the business portion *cf the 
town by a lagoon, now filled u p, tut 
then a raging torrent. At the fclght of 
the storm the water was jrcobably 
three feet deep in our yard. Tie- storm 
lasted three days and nights, the wind 
blowing from the southeast, pllWg the 
bay full of water, then veer-log; sud- 
denly to the .northwest arid bflowing 
just as hard from that quarter. We 
had no gauges to find how hard I* blew, 
but it must have been at a 75 itaile an 
hour clip. 


I have a mother, three brotlie-rs anil 


two sisters in Galveston. Our Lome Is 
In Avenue G, near the Ball high school 
and the Tremont hotel. It is f. bride, 
and if all my relatives were hoiue—anil 
they usually are on Sunday—I know 
they are safe, as the first or-mala floor 
Is built 22 feet above the tide^wwter. 


What makes this storm so mjcrh more 


severe is that in former years tiere 
were five channels for the \vi_ters to 
escape into. Now that the jetties are 
completed, there Is only one, irfld this 
storm will either have mado a new

The villages around Galveston con-

ting through the streets tod»y, says 
the Denver Republican. Yet It is not 
Impossible that such a spectMle may 
be witnessed again.

now large droves of them. Haunting 
parties have left Denver during tbe 
pastweek to hunt the antelopes that are 
running in the bottoms of Elowa^and 
Box Elder creeks and some-of them 
coming even nearer to the city. They 
are directly east of Denver, In A.rapa- 
hoe county. One drove of IS was seen 
recently, but the hunters conlr3 not ap- 
proach near enough to them to get a 
Shot. The animals are very tlimid and 
In the open country which they inhabit 
can easily keep out of rang« oi any 
rifle.

Chtorff* Mcllk*»uy'« Brave Flcht 
For iai«—Her»l«m of Three Qal- 
vestoB Police Offloer*—A Commer- 
cial Traveler**!

Many storiee are told by the survlY- 


ers of the great catastrophe at Galvea- 
ton of marvelous escapes from hurri- 
cane aud flood and of the heroism dis- 
played by men and women In saving 
or attempting to save their fellow «nf- 
ferers, says the New York World. 


Mr. and Mrs. James Irwln got out 


on the roof of their dwelling and when 
the building bl«w over they floated off 
separately on sections of the roof. Mrs. 
Irwln was on her raft alone all night. 
Mr. Irwin, who bad found refuge at the 
TJrsuline convent and who despaired 
of seeing bis wife again, heard a cry 
for help. Hoping merely to rescue a 
fellow sufferer, he swam ont to the 
raft and was overjoyed to flnd his wife. 


A woman and her daughter from St. 


Louis were in Officer Bowe's home 
when the storm struck the bouse and 
washed It from Its foundation. The 
officer made a heroic effort to save the 
women and children nnd had partly 
succeeded when a house came rushing 
down the street and demolished the 
raft upon which six persona were bat- 
tling with the storm. Bowe was car- 
ried away, but saved himself by clutch- 
Ing a piece of wreckage, to which he 
clung until rescued. 


Mrs. Dorrian, five children and nine 


other persons had tafeen refuge In a 
house at Twenty-seventh street and 
Avenue L. The Dorrian home, which 
was deserted, withstood the storm, 
while the hbuse where the frightened 
women and children sought refuge was 
wrecked. A-dolph Schiller, his mother 
and five sisters left their own home, 
thinking It would not withstand the 
etorm, and sought protection in a house 
which was,crushed to kindling wood. 
Their own home was not wrecked. 


George MclJtenny was rescued alive, 


but completely exhausted. He says the 
water cane up so rapidly that he and 
his family sought safety upon the roof. 
He had a son, Haven, in his arms, and 
the other children were strapped to- 
gether. It was not long before a heavy 
piece of timber struck Haven, killing 
him. The father then took np you^ 
Rice, another son, and while he had 
the boy In Bis arms he was twice wash- 
ed off the roof, and In this way young 
Rice was drowned. 
Finally the roof 


blew off the house, and as it fell into 
the water it wni broken in two, Mrs. 
Mcllhenny remaining on one half and 
Mr. Mcllhenny on the otaer. The por- 
tion of the roof to which MM. Mcll- 
benny clung turned over, and this was 
the last 8*pn of her. Charles Wollam 
lost his life after be had saved several 
women from drowning and while he 
was trying to save others. 


Stories of heroism making one proud 


to he an American are told. Take, for 
example, the devotion to duty shown 
through that Saturday night, Sept. 8, 
by Byrd, Johnson and Rowan, three of 
the remnants of Galveaton'g police 
force. When the waters swept up the 
streets and panic began to spread, 
these officers found their way to the 
city hall and reported to their chief, 
Captain Ketchnlm, for duty. 
Hour 


after hoar they made life saving trips 
in various directions as the chief gave 
the orders. Houses were falling; the 
wind carried through the air bits of 
boards, of slate and glass. The officers 
piloted women and children through 
the water to the city hall. They res- 
cued from wreckage many who must 
have perished from fright and expo- 
sure before morning. 
Without one 


•word of fatigue or of languor, their 
chief says, these men continued their 
life saving all night 


A graphic description of one man's 


experiences is given by a commercial 
traveler, Mr. Van Baton, says the New 
York Snn. He reached Galv*ston on 
Saturday morning, Sept. 8. His narra- 
tive is especially interesting, because 
It shows with what suddenness the 
storm assumed dangerous character. 
There were high wind and rain. So 
light was thought of It, however, that 
Mr. Van Eaton and some acquaint- 
ances started down to the beach. The 
water came up so rapidly that the 
party turned and hurried toward the 
hotel. Before they reached it they had 
to wade In water waist deep. 


"Within a few minutes," said Van 


Eaton, "women and children began to 
flock to the hotel for refuge. All were 
panic stricken. I saw two women, one 
with a child, trying to get to the hotel. 
They were drowned not 300 yards 
from us." 


Mr. Van Baton was one of the first to 


cross from Oalreston to the mainland 
pfter the storm subsided. He paid $15 
to a boatman to make the crossing. 
\Vnen be reached land, he found an 
engine and a caboose chained together 
•with the water several feet deep 
around them. While he waited in the 
caboose for the water to go down, the 
bodies of two men and a boy floated 
against It, and the trainmen tied them 
to one end of the car. Mr. Van Eaton 
counted 14 bodies that had drifted In 
from the bay, all showing that they 
had been dashed against wreckage.

OBITUARY 


Alexander McLeod Kobtucon 


Mrs. A. R. Smith of Church street re- 


ceived a dispatch last night, ratifying 
her of the death of her brother, Alex- 
ander McL. Robinson, which occurred 
yesterday at his home in Hampton, Va. 
The dispatch c'ontalned no particulars 
of his sickness, which will be received 
later by mail. 


Mr. Robinson was a brother of the 


late Judge James T. Robins-on of this 
city and was 70 years of age. He was. 
born at Adams in 1830, and wag the son 
of Thomas and Catherine Robintson. 
At the age of 14 years he went to New 
York and shipped oni a man of war, in 
which he served three years in the 
Moxicajn war, and for this service he 
drew a pensi'on. After, returning- from 
th'e war he went west and there learnl- 
ed the printing business. 
He after- 


warfls went to sea agfa.in and was gone 
for some years, and on his return he 
located in Greenfield, where he worked 
for a n\jmber of.yea*s in the office of 
the Gazette arid Courier. Later he 
opened a job printing office in lhat 
to\\n, which he cOKducted for several 
years. "While Hvinfc in Greenfield Mr. 
P.oiMnson man fed Miss Nellie Stel- 
man of that town. She died about 10 
years after their marriage, 
and 20 


years ago or more Mr. Robinson wen'c 
to Virginia and settled at Hampton, 
where he continued to live till 
the 


time of his- death. Be was interested 
in the "oyster business there and owned 
large oyster beds. 


It will thus be seen that Mr. Rob- 


inson had a busy life 
in somewhat 


varied directionte. He left this section 
so long ago and visited it so seldom 
that he is remembered only by a few of 
the old inhabitants, but 
those who 


knew him remember him as a kind 
hearted, Sociable, plain and unpreten- 
tious man, who won, the reapect of 
every community in which he lived. 
He visited tliis city for the last time 
at tha time of Judge Robinsoii's death, 
five or six years ag\>.
